The  committee  will  receive 
applications  and  make  recommendations 
for  financial  assistance  to  industrial  under- 
takings, established  or  proposed,  in  "de- 
velopment" areas. 

Industrial  Health  Report. — Recommenda- 
tions for  the  better  training  of  persons  con- 
cerned with  health  in  industry  are  contained 
in  a  report  issued  by  the  education  com- 
mittee of  the  Association  of  Industrial 
Medical  Officers.  The  report  urges  that  all 
medical  students  should  be  trained  to 
recognise  that  the  daily  occupation  of 
patients,  the  economic  effect  of  illness  and 
the  restoration  of  earning  capacity  are 
important  aspects  of  general  practice. 
Students  should  receive  training  in  accident 
surgery  and  occupational  medicine,  and 
should  have  spent  at  least  three  days  in  a 
factory  to  receive  an  insight  into  the  normal 
work  of  an  industrial  medical  officer.  It  is 
suggested  that  all  teaching  hospitals  should 
have  available  an  industrial  medical  officer 
to  undertake  undergraduate  instruction,- 
while  special  instruction  for  nurses,  and

Part  of  the  stock  of  penicillin  at  Robroy- 
ston  Hospital,  Glasgow,  was  recently 
destroyed  by  fire  due  to  a  short  circuit  in 
the  refrigerator.  The  whole  stocks  of  this 
drug  for  distribution  in  the  West  of  Scot- 
land are  kept  at  this  hospital,  but  it  is 
reported  that  the  bulk  was  salvaged.

Remuneration    of    C.S.    Scientists. — A 

mplete  reorganisation  of  the  scientific 
il  service  is  recommended  in  a  White 
per  issued  recently  and  presented  to 
rliament    by    the    Chancellor    of  the 


Exchequer.  The  scheme  includes  the 
creation  of  a  scientific  officer  class  recruited 
from  highly  qualified  science  graduates  at 
salaries  comparable  to  those  of  administra- 
tive-grade civil  servants.  There  will  also 
be  an  experimental-officer  class  to  replace 
the  present  scientific-assistant  class ;  this 
will  be  recruited  partly  from  boys  and  girls 
aged  eighteen  to  nineteen,  who  have 
specialised  in  scientific  subjects,  and  partly 
from  University  graduates  and  persons 
having  experience  in  industry  and  engin- 
eering. An  interdepartmental  scientific 
panel  is  to  be  set  up  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Sir  Edward  Appleton,  to  keep  under 
review  the  well-being  and  efficiency  of 
Government  scientists  and  in  particular  to 
stimulate  contacts  between  scientists  within 
the  service  and  those  outside.  The  principle 
is  laid  down  that  conditions  of  service  for 
scientists  working  for  the  Government 
shall  be  "such  as  to  attract  scientifically 
qualified  men  and  women  of  high  calibre 
and  to  enable  them,  after  entry  into  the 
civil  service,  to  make  the  best  use  of  their 
abilities." 

Hull  President's  "  Victory  Luncheon." — 

Mrs.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst,  recently  elected 
president  of  the  Hull  Chemists'  Association, 
held  a  presidential  reception  on  September 
27.  It  took  the  form  of  a  "victory  lun- 
cheon" and  was  attended  by  about  sixty 
guests.  Mrs.  Brocklehurst  outlined  an 
ambitious  programme  for  the  session,  and 
mentioned  that  her  husband  (Mr.  E.  A. 
Brocklehurst,  president  of  the  Association 
in  1939)  had  held  his  first  meeting  under 
the  cloud  of  war,  whereas  she  was  holding 
her  first  meeting  as  president  in  conditions  of 
peace.  She  welcomed  Miss  Mozley  Stark 
(president  of  the  Women  Pharmacists' 
Association,  and  an  assistant  pharmacist  at 
the  Ministry  of  Health)  and  two  visiting 
American  pharmacists  (Sergeants  Norman 
Rubin  and  Murray  Davis,  U.S.  Army), 
who  were  on  a  three-weeks'  Training-Under- 
Civilian- Agencies'  course.  Mr.  L.  S.  Selle 
(senior  vice-president)  proposed  a  toast  to 
the  visitors,  and  asked  the  American  phar- 
macists to  take  back  with  them  to  their 
American  colleagues  the  greetings  and  good 
wishes  of  the  pharmacists  of  Hull.  Miss 
Mozley  Stark  responded  for  the  visitors,  and 
Sergeant  Murray  Davis  spoke  of  the  differ- 
ences between  the  American  drug-store  and 
the  English  chemist's  shop,  remarking  that 
many  of  the  difficulties  were  much  the  same 
on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic.  Mr.  H.  S. 
Smart,  proposing  a  toast  to  the  president, 
paid  tribute  to  Mrs.  Brocklehurst's  capa- 
bilities.

3d.  per  ^  oz.  for  letters  and 
7d.  for  postcards.  Countries  covered  by  this 
announcement  are :  Kenya  and  Uganda, 
Madagascar,  Mauritius,  Northern  Rhodesia, 
Nyasaland,  Portuguese  East  Africa,  Re- 
union, Seychelles,  Somalia  (Italian  Somali- 
land),  South  Africa,  Southern  Rhodesia, 
Tanganyika  Territory  and  Zanzibar.

Horn  was  "conscious  that  the 
candid  and  judicious  Reader  will  wink  at 
the  defects  of  the  performance  (it  being 
entirely  original)."  His  practical  hints 
were  intended  to  smooth  the  path  of  the 
inexpert.  One  assurance  is  typical:  "For 
the  sake  of  the  timid  and  fearful,  which  are 
generally  terrified  at  the  sight  of  large 
leeches,  thinking  their  bite  must  be  much 
more  terrible  than  that  of  the  smaller  ones; 
I  have  thought  fit  to  mention,  that  singular 
as  it  may  seem,  it  is  a  fact,  that  the  orifice 
which  the  largest  leeches  make  is  not  (in 
general)  of  a  greater  magnitude  than  those 
occasioned  by  the  smaller." 

In  Lighter  Vein 

During  the  past  six  years  one  has  not 
been  disposed  to  allow  much  place  to 
humour  in  the  routine  reading  of  journals — 
and  some  of  the  merriment  has  seemed 
incon'gruous.  Responsible  newspapers  have 
accorded  with  this  feeling.  Now,  with  the 
recession  of  the  ills  that  war  has  brought, 
we  welcome  the  return  of  humour  to  their 
pages.  In  reading  your  last  week's  issue, 
for  instance,  I  relished  the  story  (p.  338) 
of  the  customer  who  asked  for  a  bottle  of 
tablets  in  order  to  obtain  the  pinch  of 
cotton-wool  packed  over  them.  Statistically 
minded  people  may  like  to  estimate  the 
number  of  bottles  that  would  have  to  be 
purchased  if  the  ^-oz.  of  cotton-wool  sup- 
plied was  to  be  reached  by  that  means. 
Again,  there  was  the  reference  on  p.  328 
to  a  journalist  who  took  sodium  pentothal 
for  the  purpose  of  studying  its  effect  on  his 
answers  to  questions.  That  episode  is 
neither  quite  so  amusing  nor  so  novel  in 
kind  as  the  tablet-plus-cotton- wool  request, 
experiments  on  similar  lines  being  on  record. 
An  author  whose  name  escapes  me  has  left 
an  account  of  scribbling  after  dosing  himself 
with  ether  or  some  other  substance ;  as 
might  have  been  expected,  the  result  was 
a  triviality.  More  than  one  writer  of 
distinction  has  confessed  to  addiction  at 
some  period  of  life  to  alcoholic  drinks,  nar- 
cotics, or  both.  The  names  of  Coleridge 
and  De  Quincy  readily  come  to  mind,  and 
there  are  other  and  more  recent  cases. 
Some  day  a  psychiatrist  may  examine  the 
work  of  an  author  with  such  proclivities, 
and  may  attempt  to  differentiate  between 
the  writing  done  during  and  that  done  after 
a  state  of  abnormal  stimulus.  Xrayser

Rats  Flown  across  Atlantic. 

The  method  of  manufacture  required  the 
use  of  large  numbers  of  cotton  rats.  These 
rats  are  indigenous  to'  the  southern  states  of 
North  America  (e.g.  Louisiana),  and  in  order 
to  establish  breeding  colonies  in  this  country 
and  get  sufficient  animals  for  the  production 
of  the  first  batches  of  vaccine,  cotton  rats 
had  to  be  obtained  from  the  United  States. 
Weekly  shipments  of  animals  were  sent  by 
air  across  the  Atlantic  in  specially  heated 
aircraft,  the  consignments  having  the 
highest  priority.  On  arrival  in  this  country, 
the  rats  were  taken  at  once  to  Sussex,  some- 
times by  air  but  in  most  instances  by 
Service  transport.  To  provide  staffs  for  the 
animal  houses  and  laboratory  work,  A.T.S. 
and  R.A.M.C.  personnel  were  specially 
selected  and  trained.  Scientific  officers  were 
recruited  from  the  R.A.M.C,  and  from 
scientific  bodies  in  this  country.  In  view  of 
the  high  risk  to  which  all  personnel  would 
be  exposed  in  the  preparation  of  scrub 
typhus  vaccine,  great  precautions  were 
taken  to  reduce  the  risk  to  a  minimum. 
Special  equipment  was  designed  and  built, 
incorporating  new  principles  of  air  sterilisa- 
tion. In  addition,  all  engaged  on  the  work 
were  immunised,  and  strict  control  was 
exercised  over  the  disposal  of  infected 
material .  As  a  result  of  the  efforts  of  all 
concerned  it  was  found  possible  to  prepare 
100,000  doses  of  the  vaccine  for  shipment  to 
the  Far  East  at  the  time  required.  Produc- 
tion of  additional  quantities  is  proceeding. 
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ON  September  3,  six  years  after  the 
outbreak  of  war,  it  was  announced 
that  Hmited  quantities  of  DDT  were 
being  released  for  civiUan  purposes.  Until 
that  moment  the  compound  had  been  one 
of  the  nation's  foremost  war  priorities,  al- 
though, since  August  2,  1944,  news  of  its  use 
for  war  purposes  had  been  officially  released 
in  this  country.  On  that  date  the  efforts  of 
scientists,  technologists  and  industrialists 
all  over  the  free  world  to  make  and  apply 
the  new  insecticide  were  made  public. 

Search  for  Moth-proofing  Chemical 

Like  much  else  in  modern  chemical 
achievement,  DDT  arose  from  years  of 
systematic  research,  carried  out  in  this 
instance  in  the  laboratories  of  J.  R.  Geigy, 
Basle,  Switzerland.  During  the  past  twenty 
years  the  Geigy  company,  closely  associated 
as  it  has  been,  through  its  manufacture  of 
dyes,  with  the  textile  industry,  has  been 
engaged  on  a  major  research  into  moth- 
proofing agents,  leading  up  to  the  publica- 
tion, in  a  Swiss  chemical  journal,  of  inten- 
sive work  directed  by  Drs.  Lauger,  Martin 
and  Miiller  at  Basle.  The  Geigy  laboratories 
have  been  working  on  dyestuff  chemistry 
for  the  past  hundred-odd  years,  and  the 
experience  of  dyestuff  chemists  was  freely 
drawn  upon.  It  was  early  realised  that  what 
was  wanted  was  a  substance  not  merely 
toxic  to  the  moth  larva,  but  one  which 
imparts  a  permanent  toxicity  to  the  wool — 
a  colourless  dye,  therefore,  with  good 
affinity  for  the  wool  fibre,  good  fastness  to 
light,  washing  and  milling  (the  usual 
wet-fastness  properties).  Moreover,  the 
preparation  must  also  be  harmless  to  warm- 
blooded animals,  especially  human  beings, 
and  have  no  soffensive  odour. 

Synthesis  of  a  General  Insecticide 

The  researches  led  to  the  discovery  of 
Mitin,  a  suitable  product  for  treating  wool 
as  a  permanent  mothproof ;  from  this  it 
was  a  natural  development  to  extend  the 
study,  by  chemical  synthesis,  to  the  quest 
for  a  general  insecticide.  The  research  was 
therefore  made  more  general,  and  a  wider 
range  of  substances  was  investigated  on 
other  insects.  Much  was  learned  from  an 
examination  of  natural  insecticides,  such  as 
the  vulpinic  acid  of  certain  lichens  ( Cetrania 
vulpina),  rotenone,  pyrethrum,  coumarin 
derivatives,  etc.,  all  of  which  failed,  how- 
ever, to  come  up  to  specification  because 
all  were  easily  destroyed  by  light.  It  was 
also  evident  that  species  of  insects  that 


consume  a  more  varied  diet,  such  as  gret 
leaves,  stalks,  and  fruit,  must  possess 
more  varied  system  of  digestive  fermen 
than  the  keratin  eaters  (moths),  and  th 
be  more  readily  affected  by  poisono 
substances.  It  was  in  the  section  of  researt 
carried  out  by  Dr.  P.  Miiller,  with  speci 
of  insects  other  than  moths,  that  succe 
came.  Arising  out  of  the  simultaneo 
development  of  organic  synthesis  ar 
biological  analysis  of  the  contact  poise 
process,  there  emerged  a  compound  whic 
as  it  later  turned  out,  was  already  knov; 
and  had  already  shown  good  effects.  Th 
was  diphenyl-trichloro-ethane.  From  th 
basis  another  substance  of  the  group  w 
prepared  —  aa-dichloro-diphenyl-|5^/^^-tl 
chloroethane — which  showed  an  insecticid 
effect  never  hitherto  observed  in  a  synthet 
substance.  This  was  DDT. 

Discovery  of  Contact  Effect 

Miiller  tested  DDT  against  the  Colorac 
beetle  by  sprinkling  a  dust  preparation 
an  infested  potato  plant.    He  noticed  th 
almost  immediately  the  larvae  dropped 
the  ground,  and  he  took  up  a  spadeful 
soil,  which  he  carried  into  the  laborator 
next  morning  he  found  that  all  the  larv 
were  dead.    He  reasoned  that,  as  they  h 
dropped  from  the  foliage  immediately,  th' 
had  not  had  time  to  eat  any  part  of  tl 
plant  containing  DDT,  so  that  they  mu 
have  died  by  mere  contact  with  the  powde 
It  was  in  this  way  that  the  contact  effe 
of  DDT  was  discovered.  JDirect  applicati( 
of  DDT  to  large-scale  field  work  was  fir 
made  in  Switzerland  against  the  Colora 
beetle.     At  a  time  when  pyrethrum  ai 
derris   were    unobtainable,    the  discove 
saved  the  Swiss  potato  crop  in  1940  fro 
a  particularly  serious  infestation  and  esta 
lished  evidence  of  its  immense  potentialities 
In  1942  the  Geigy  company  contacted  t 
British  Legation 'in  Berne,  to  communica 
to    them    the    arresting    results  alreac 
obtained  with  DDT,  which  at  that  time 
course,  was  referred  to  under  the  Gei) 
trade  names  of  Guesarol  and  Neocid,  t 
former  referring  to   agricultural  applic 
tions  and  the  latter  to  medical  preparati^ 
against  parasites  such  as  the  louse  and  t 
mosquito.     The  Geigy  company  in  Ma 
Chester  also  introduced  the  material  to  t 
authorities  responsible  for  the  chief  testin 
stations,  both  agricultural  and  medical 
the  United  Kingdom. 

Before  an  insecticide  can  be  used  on 
large   scale,    however,    particularly  as 
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ygiene  measure,  a  great  deal  has  to  be

arly  laboratory  tests  carried  out  in  Eng- 
nd  by  groups  of  chemists,  entomologists 
d  other  scientists  concentrated  the  work 
several  years  into  a  slightly  higher  num- 
er  of  weeks.  The  faith  of  the  research 
orkers  was  justified,  for  DDT  was  soon 
own  to  be  a  unique  compound,  with 
operties  superior  to  those  of  any  insecti- 
de  previously  made.  It  thus  had  obviously 
mense  military  possibilities.  Of  the

evelopment  Panel 

Immediate  means  to  improve  the  position 
id  to  be  found.

rofessor  I.  M.  Heilbron,  F.R.S.  This  was

ne  of  the  first  steps  taken  by  the  Panel 
as  to  examine  all  synthetic  insecticides 
/ailable.  From  these  it  chose  DDT  for 
;)  its  effectiveness  as  an  insecticide,  (6)  its 
irmlessness  to  human  beings  and  warm- 
-ooded  animals,  and  (c)  the  fact  that  it 
)uld  be  manufactured  in  this  country  from 
I.W  materials  available  in  Britain. 


Production  Plans 

Pilot-scale  production  was  immediately 
commenced  and,  in  collaboration  with  the 
British  Geigy  company,  plans  for  larger 
scale  production  were  entered  into.  The 
full  potentialities  and  methods  of  applica- 
tion of  DDT  were  simultaneously  worked 
out  by  teams  of  Government,  University, 
and  industrial  scientists,  in  collaboration 
with  experts  from  the  three  Services.  Close 
liaison  was  established  with  American  and 
Dominion  scientists,  who  were  already 
working  on  similar  lines,  and  today  many 
hundreds  of  workers  are  collaborating  in 
developing  all  aspects  of  its  use  and  applica- 
tion. Bulk  production  was  speedily  in 
operation,  and  plans  were  being  made  for 
further  expansion,  for,  with  the  ever- 
growing knowledge  of  what  DDT  could  do. 
Service  demands  were  increasing.  The 
demands  of  the  Services  are  still  high,  and 
take  first  priority,  so  that  only  limited 
quantities  of  DDT  can  as  yet  be  made 
available  for  the  numerous  applications 
which  the  product  will  have  in  everyday 
life.  It  may  be  of  interest  here  to  state  that, 
on  the  occasion  of  his  visit  to  Normandy, 
Mr.  Churchill  was  so  impressed  with  the 
importance  of  DDT  that  he  caused  it  to  be 
given  an  equal  priority  with  penicillin.  At 
first,  DDT  was  used  in  this  country  for  the 
louse-proofing  of  garments  used  by  the 
Armed  Forces,  and  impregnated  shirts  have 
been  an  issue  to  British  front-line  troops 
since  1943.  They  have  proved  extraordin- 
arily effective,  the  more  so  as  they  with- 
stand several  launderings  without  vital  loss 
of  activity.  It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say 
that  the  troops  were  virtually  louse-free,  in 
striking  contrast  to  German  prisoners  of 
war  who,  when  brought  in,  were  generally 
found  to  be  heavily  infested.  It  has  been 
stated  by  leading  scientific  opinion  that 
the  use  of  DDT,  coupled  with  vaccine,  will, 
in  future,  so  greatly  reduce  the  incidence  of 
typhus  in  every  part  of  the  world  as  to 
ensure  freedom  from  virulent  epidemics  of 
the  disease. 

First  Mass  Disinfestation 

The  first  full-scale  use  of  DDT  in  a  war 
sector  was  in  Naples.  Here,  in  December 
1943,  typhus  broke  out  among  the  over- 
crowded civilian  population  which,  in  the 
main,  was  poverty-stricken,  dirty  and 
louse-ridden.  So  soon  as  the  Allied  Forces 
were  in  control,  vigorous  steps  were  taken 
to  suppress  the  outbreak  by  mass  disinfes- 
tation. This  was  first  done  by  dusting  with 
non-DDT-containing  lousicides  but,  so 
soon  as  DDT  became  available,  it  was  used 
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alone  and  with  signal  success.  During 
January  1944,  1,300,000  (72,000  on  the  peak 
day)  civilians  were  dusted  at  two  delousing 
stations,  and  within  three  weeks  the  out- 
break in  the  city  of  Naples  was  completely 
under  control,  the  weekly  number  of  civilian 
cases  reported  falling  sharply  from  305  in 
the  peak  week  ending  January  11  to  155 
the  following  week.  DDT  has  thus  already 
made  medical  history.  Never  before  has  a 
typhus  outbreak  been  arrested  in  mid- 
winter. 

Use  Against  Malaria  and  Dysentery 

For  the  troops,  however,  protection 
against  malaria  and  dysentery  is  even 
more  important,  and,  in  operations  carried 
out  in  the  Far  East,  DDT  found  its  most 
important  war  use.  In  this  theatre  of  war, 
large  areas  were  formerly  rendered  virtually 
untenable  by  their  enormous  populations  of 
malaria-carrying  mosquitoes.  Addition  of 
DDT  to  oil,  which  has  been  used  against 
mosquito  larvae  ever  since  the  Panama 
Canal  was  built,  produces  a  larvicide  of  such 
potency  that  only  a  fraction  of  the  oil 
previously  employed  will  henceforth  be 
required.  The  new  preparation  remains 
toxic  to  mosquito  larvae  for  days  after  use. 
In  all  wars'  many  more  people  are  afflicted 
by  disease  than  are  killed  or  wounded.  So 
far  as  current  knowledge  extends,  more 
people  die  from  the  epidemics  following  a 
war  than  are  killed  by  enemy  action  during 
hostilities.  Hence  the  importance  of  the 
new  application  of  DDT. 

As  the  quantity  of  DDT  solution  re- 
quired is  small,  relatively  large  areas  can 
be  treated  from  the  ground  by  means  of 
hand  or  power  sprayers.  For  larger  areas, 
or  where  ready  ground  access  is  not  possible, 
spraying  from  aircraft  has  given  results 
of  the  highest  significance.  Large  areas 
have  been  successfully  treated.  Use  of 
^  lb.  or  less  of  DDT  per  acre  results  in  an 
almost  complete  kill  of  larvae  and  a  high 
rate  of  kill  of  adult  mosquitoes,  both  by 
direct  contact  and  by  the  dramatic  residual 
effect  of  the  insecticide.  The  spray  can  be 
applied  with  the  familiar  insecticide  "gun," 
with  power-operated  sprays,  or  with  the 
new  gas-operated  sprays.  A  method 
developed  by  the  U.S.  Army  was  the 
aerosol  bomb  which,  by  reason  of  its 
compactness  and  ease  of  transport,  is 
extremely  valuable  for  use  by  front-line 
troops  in  tents,  native  huts,  foxholes,  etc. 

It  is  fitting  to  quote  here  the  statement 
which  Mr.  Churchill,  as  Prime  Minister, 
made  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Septem- 
ber 28,  1944:   "The  excellent  DDT  powder 


has  been  fully  experimented  with  and  fou 
to  yield  astonishing  results,  which  v 
certainly  be  used  on  a  great  scale  by  t 
British  Forces  in  Burma,  and  by  Americ| 
and  Australian  Forces  in  the  Pacific,  aj 
indeed  all  theatres."  The  most  rece 
large-scale  application  of  DDT  took  pla 
when  the  Allied  Armies  liberated  the  vario 
concentration  camps  in  Germany,  such 
Belsen,  Buchenwald,  etc.,  and  so  broug 
relief  to  the  plagued  inmates  who  w€ 
ridden  with  insects  and  suffered  untc 
agonies  as  a  result  of  infestation. 

However,  if  the  war-time  uses  of  DI 
were  manifold,  the  peace-time  uses  a 
beyond  count,  and  new  fields  of  applicatii 
are  being  discovered  almost  daily.  T 
control  of  vermin  affecting  man,  and  t 
disinfestation  of  property,  embrace  SU' 
pests  as  the  louse,  flea,  bed  bug,  cockroac 
cricket,  and  silver-fish,  not  to  forget  t 
common  house-fly,  carrier  of  so  mai 
intestinal  diseases  and  cause  of  so  mui 
loss  of  foodstuffs.  Preparations  of  DDT  a 
be  made  up  for  dusting  or  spraying  ( 
furnishing  fabrics  and  carpets  to  prote 
them  against  moth  larvae,  and  can 
rhbbed  into  furs  before  being  put  away  f 
the  summer.  In  dairy,  poultry,  and  she( 
farming,  DDT  has  wide  fields  of  applicati( 
in  dealing  with  lice,  fleas,  warble  flies,  kei 
and  ticks,  to  cite  only  a  few,  and  for  tl 
disinfestation  of  stables,  shippons,  he; 
houses,  dog-kennels,  etc.  DDT  preparatioi 
have  been  applied  direct  to  cows,  horse  JiJattac 
pigs,  hens,  sheep,  and  to  dogs  from  anr  sion- 
dogs  to  greyhounds.  In  agriculture  DDT  i4t)ig.

For  this 
reason  DDT  manufacturers  sell  the  chemi- 
cal to  established  insecticide  manufacturers, 
who  will  put  it  up  in  the  form  most  suitable 
for  each  application.  They  will  give  these 
preparations  their  own  trade  names,  but 
each  package  will  contain  a  statement  on 
the  label  to  the  effect  that  the  preparation 
contains  DDT-Geigy.  Patents  for  the  manu- 
facture and  application  of  insecticides  con- 
taining DDT  are  held  by  the  Geigy  Co., 
Ltd.  It  is  the  company's  policy  to  grant 
to  purchasers  of  DDT-Geigy  the  right 
to  use  the  patents  so  long  as  suitable 
acknowledgement  is  made  of  them  on  the 
labels  and  in  relevant  literature.  Stafford 
Allen  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  have  been  appointed 
distribution  agents  for  DDT,  and  they  will 
sell  to  authentic  insecticide  manufacturers 
in  much  the  same  way  as  they  have  dis- 
tributed pyrethrum  and  rotenone.  TheGeigy- 
Stafford  Allen  organisations  will  not  enter 
the  insecticide  field  themselves,  but  in 
general  will  restrict  themselves  to  the  sale  of 
DDT.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Geigy  con- 
cern has  registered  the  following  trade

To  provide  an  equitable  " start" 
the  private  trader,  it  is  difficult  to 
sualise  recourse  to  any  other  machinery 
an  that  of  handicapping  the  larger 
mpetitor.  That  accepted,  and  assuming 
at  multiples  are  allowed  to  reopen  one 
ten  of  the  branches  that  have  been 
)sed  for  the  permitted  reasons,  and  are 
it  totally  debarred  from  reopening  by  the 
zt  of  owning  ten  shops  or  more  (the 
nouncement  is  not  entirely  unambiguous 
-  the  point),  the  ratio  seems  a  fair  enough 
i-sis  to  work  on.  Experience  will,  of  course, 
ow.   If  a  branch  has  been  closed  simply 
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because  it  did  not  pay,  there  is  no  reason 
why  it  should  be  given  the  opportunity  to 
obtain  a  licence  to  reopen — at  least  until 
all  compulsory  closings  have  been  dealt 
with — yet  it  is  believed  that  licences  have 
actually  been  granted  to  a  number  of 
proprietors  in  such  circumstances.  The 
opportunity  is  now  denied  to  them ;  its 
removal  is  just,  for  it  was  palpably  unfair 
to  the  small  man.  "Redundant"  staffs 
could  be  transferred  to  other  areas  (increas- 
ing competition  there  for  the  one-shop 
owner)  only  to  be  re-transferred  when  there 
was  again  the  prospect  of  profitable  business 
in  the  original  locality.  Thus  both  the 
absent  shopkeeper  now  seeking  opportunity 
to  re-establish  himself,  and  the  owner- 
retailer  left  in  business,  have  had  or  will 
have  to  play  their  hand  against  a  competitor 
who,  so  to  speak,  has  hitherto  held  the 
"joker"  in  his  hand. 

Simultaneously  with  the  introduction  of 
this  system  of  "handicapping,"  a  better 
chance  than  hitherto  is  being  given  to  many 
retailers  in  the  Forces  to  secure  release. 
Those  who  have  applied  on  compassionate 
grounds,  and  have  had  their  applications 
refused,  are  to  be  encouraged  to  apply 
again.  Instructions  have  been,  given  to 
Service  authorities  that  a  "wider  inter- 
pretation" is  to  be  given  to  the  grounds  for 
release.  Factors  that  are  to  be  taken  into 
account  are  whether  the  applicant,  if 
released,  can  give  immediate  employment  to 
others,  and  whethei  parents,  for  example, 
who  have  been  running  a  business  for  a 
serving  man,  are  now  finding  it  beyond 
their  capacity  to  continue.  It  should  be 
pointed  out  that  men  who  renew  their 
applications  on  these  grounds  must  have 
had  at  least  three  years'  service,  but  that 
there  are  many  who  can  meet  this  require- 
ment is  suggested  by  the  receipt  every 
month,  in  the  Army  alone,  of  over  io,ooo 
applications  for  release  by  owners  of  one- 
man  businesses. 

It  is  satisfactory  that  something  is  now 
being  done  to  redress  a  condition  of  affairs 
which,  without  deliberate  design  or  inten- 
tion, has  tended  to  become  less  and  less 
favourable  to  the  "small  man."  The  Min- 
ister of  Food  has  given  his  own  view  that 
few  Service  or  ex-Service  men  have  been 
prejudiced  in  this  way.    The  view  is  one 
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that  we  do  not  share,  but  even  if  only  a 
handful  have  suffered  in  this  way,  they  are 
entitled  to  the  degree  of  consideration  we 
have  indicated. 

Forthcoming  Scientific  Films 

During  the  course  of  the  next  few  weeks 
several  outstanding  documentary  films  on 
the  chemical  industry  will  be  released  for 
showing  in  cinemas  at  home  and  abroad. 
Produced  with  the  dual  aim  of  telling  the 
British  public  all  about  the  research  and 
pioneer  work  that  has  been  going  on  behind 
the  scenes  in  British  chemical  factories 
and  laboratories  and  as  a  means  of  supple- 
menting the  normal  methods  of  export 
propaganda,  industrial  hlms  can  form  an 
excellent  medium  of  showing  our  products 
to  the  world  markets.  The  majority  of 
the  films  are  to  be  made  in  something  like 
twenty- two  languages. 

Of  the  coming  chemical  industry  films, 
two  will  deal  with  the  development  of  the 
sulphonamide  group  of  drugs.  One  produced 
for  the  Ministry  of  Information  deals  wdth 
the  subject  from  a  popular  angle  while  the 
other,  taken  in  the  works  of  the  British 
pharmaceutical  manufacturing  company 
concerned,  strikes  a  more  scientific  note. 
The  latter  production  is  aptly  called 
"Chemists  at  Work"  and  is  produced  by 
Cossar  Turfery  and  sponsored  by  the  Film 
Producers'  Guild.  Built  around  the  first 
experiments  that  led  to  the  discovery  of 
M  &  B  693,  the  film  goes  on  to  show  how 
these  experiments  not  only  produced  the 
first  of  the  now  famous  sulphonamide 
group  but  also  resulted  in  the  subsequent 
production  of  many  derivatives.  This 
film  emphasises  the  importance  of  the  work 
of  research  by  industrial  chemists  and  the 
commentary,  specially  recorded  by  Ronald 
Waldman,  strikes  just  that  happy  medium 
between  the  coldly  scientific  and  the 
popular  style. 

"Conquest  of  the  Germ,"  the  forth- 
coming Ministr}^  of  Information  film, 
strikes  a  romantic  note  by  tracing  the 
history  of  the  development  of  the  sulphona- 
mide drugs  through  the  fictitious  exper- 
iences of  a  young  hospital  doctor,  played  by 
film  star  David  Farrar.  The  film  finishes 
at  the  outbreak  of  the  war  with  Germany, 


showing  the  application  of  sulphonamide 
at  the  battle  front. 

This  year's  most  successful  film  alsc 
dealt  with  the  medical  side  of  the  chemical 
industry.  This  was  the  film  "Penicillin/ 
sponsored  jointly  by  the  I.C.I,  and  the 
Therapeutic  Research  Corporation.  Its  re 
ception  by  national  and  trade  film  critics  was 
quite  up  to  the  standard  usually  reserved  foi 
a  first-class  studio  production.  Thus,  witi 
the  completion  of  the  two  sulphonamidf 
films  mentioned  above,  the  chemica 
industry  has  created  very  valuable  anc 
permanent  records  of  three  of  the  most 
outstanding  achievements  of  the  presem 
day.  Such  films  as  these  are  of  the  greatesi 
value  to  technical  colleges  and  schools  0 
pharmacy  as  supplementary  to  the  norma 
courses  of  instruction.  Films  of  this  t^-pt 
will  also  be  welcomed  by  schools  for  sho\vinj 
to  senior  chemistry  students  and  those  0 
school-leaving  age  who  may  wish  to  entei 
one  of  the  branches  of  chemical  industn.-. 

The  Fall  in  Mercury 

The  announcement  of  a  sharp  cut  in  tht 
United  Kingdom  official  prices  of  mercur> 
(C.  &-  D.,  September  29,  p.  334)  was  not 
unexpected.  For  some  time  past  tht 
American  market  in  the  metal  has  beer 
showing  a  decided  weakness,  as  a  result. o: 
the  falling  off  in  military  demand,  and  i1 
was  thought  that  a  similar  condition  woulc 
sooner  or  later  arise  in  this  country.  Selling 
prices  of  mercury  —  an  essential  wai 
material — were  fixed  by  the  Control  o 
Mercury  (No.  6)  Order,  1941,  at  about  tht 
levels  ruling  for  the  metal  at  that  time.  A 
slight  easement  of  the  control  was  announcec 
in  October  1941,  when,  by  means  of  tht 
Control  of  Mercury  (No.  7)  Order,  1941 
the  Ministry  of  Supply  removed  price  con- 
trol from  sales  of  mercury  of  7  lb.  and 
under,  presumably  with  the  intention  01 
enabling  the  smaller  re-sellers  to  obtain  a 
price  sufficient  to  cover  the  extra  costs  ol 
re-sale  in  small  quantities.  The  price  of  tht 
metal  was  raised  in  August  1942  to  tht 
level  in  force  until  last  week.  The  new  cul 
in  prices — approximately  50  per  cent.— 
took  effect  on  October  i  and  is  reflected 
in  considerably  lower  rates  for  mercurials. 
The  cheaper  prices  for  the  chief  salts  are 
given  in  the  Trade  Report. 
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PHARMACY'S  NEXT  FIVE  YEARS 


iDER  the  heading  "The  Next  Five  Years 
Pharmacy,"  Mr.  Hugh  N.  Linstead, 
.E.,  M.P.  (secretary  of  the  Pharma- 
^tical  Society),  gave  a  crowded  meeting 
West  Riding  chemists  at  Leeds,  on 
)tember  21,  his  ideas  on  the  prospects  for 
craft  in  the  immediate  post-war  period. 
A.  L.  Peters  (chairman  of  Leeds  Branch) 
sided,  and  among  those  present  were  Mr. 
Wilson,  Bradford  (a  member  of  the 
(iincil) ;  Mr.  T.  Heseltine,  Normanton 
lember  of  Council  and  of  the  National 
irmaceutical  Union  Executive)  ;  and 
H.  Steinman,  Manchester  (a  member 
the  N.P.U.  Executive). 

^|iplete  Change  in  Situation 

Linstead  said  he  supposed  phar- 
r,i;y  had  many  times  been  regarded  as 
the  cross  roads,"  " crossing  the  stream" 
cl'in  the  melting  pot,"  but  there  had 
rl?r  been  a  time  when  such  a  feeling  was 
ii|e  justified  than  the  present.  He  re- 
d  the  important  changes  held  out  in 
ational  Government's  National  Health 
ice  White  Paper.  Now,  however,  they 
a  complete  .change  in  the  political 
cter  of  the  Government,  with  the 
lopment  of  a  State  service  almost 
in,  with  probable  far-reaching  effects 
oi|harmacy  and  pharmacists.  They  were 
at  the  original  White  Paper,  and  he 
wid  be  much  surprised  if  the  new  Medical 
Sillce  Bill  did  not  provide  for  public 
h  centres  and  full-time  salaried  doc- 
with  auxiliary  supply  services  and,  in 
tb|big  centres  at  any  rate,  pharmacy 
d(|rtments  for  dispensing  work.  Under 
thfcrevious  Government  pharmacists  had 
held  such  a  development  had  been  put 
inlthe  background,  but  it  was  now  likely 
toEme  to  the  fore.  During  the  next  five 
yel;,  and  increasingly  after  that,  there 
Wclikely  to  be  the  development  of  phar- 
mj|utical  departments  under  local  author- 
itil  That  being  so,  chemists  must  hold  on 
stilgly  to  the  understanding  reached  with 
thlrmer  Government's  Ministry  of  Health 
thilthe  public  should  be  entitled  to  take 
thil  prescriptions  to  the  chemist  of  their 
OA\|choice,  including  the  private  chemist 
if  'Ml  as  desired.  That  was  fundamental.

Gi''|i  unity  and  determination  among 
th€|jelves,  he  felt  sure  they  would  be  able 
ke  good.    They  must  .make  certain

Iwherever  public  dispensaries  were  set 


up,"  pharmacists  were  in  control.  They 
could  not  allow  any  mediocre  service  to 
develop,  and  he  hoped  the  present  phar- 
maceutical service  would  have  adequate 
opportunity  to  prove  to  the  community 
that  it  could  provide  all  that  the  public 
needed. 

"  If  we  prove,  during  the  years,  when  the 
State  will  not  have  the  bricks  and  mortar 
to  set  up  health-centre  buildings,  and  when 
labour  and  materials  are  fully  occupied  on 
greater  priority  work  in  housing,  etc.,  that 
we  can  give  the  necessary  service  in  our 
shops,  it  will  add  to  our  credit.  If  we  can 
show,  for  three,  four  or  five  years  in  the 
reconstruction  period,  that  everything  the 
public  need  and  want  can  be  obtained 
through  the  existing  channels,  then  the 
spending  of  large  sums  of  public  money  on 
setting  up  health  centres  and  dispensing 
departments  will  not  be  justified." 

Professional  and  Commercial  Trends 

As  the  socialisation  of  the  medical  service 
developed  it  was  going  to  emphasise  one 
difficulty  of  which  pharmacists  had  long  been 
conscious — that  as  between  the  professional 
and  commercial  sides.  There  would  be 
more  and  more  tendency  for  the  professional 
side  to  pass  into  the  public  service,  whilst 
the  chemist  who  looked  for  a  livelihood  on 
the  commercial  side  would  find  himself 
driven  more  and  more  to  that  side.  "I  see 
no  reason  why  the  commercially-minded 
pharmacist  should  not  make  a  satisfactory 
living  out  of  a  practice  which  has  a  greater 
commercial  emphasis  than  in  the  past, 
and  will  be  less  tied  by  professional  limita- 
tions of  one  kind  and  another."  It  simply 
meant  that  more  would-be  pharmacists 
would  have  to  make  a  definite  decision  which 
of  the  two  lines  of  pharmacy  they  were 
going  to  follow.  On  the  prospects  of  re- 
muneration, Mr.  Linstead  considered  the 
advice  of  the  London  conference  (to  wait 
until  they  knew  more  definitely  what  the 
service  was  going  to  be)  was  right,  but  he 
was  inclined  to  feel  that  it  would  not  now 
be  disadvantageous  to  open  up  with  the 
Ministry  some  preliminary  investigations 
into  the  question.  Under  the  new  scheme 
State  work  might  become  the  bulk  of  the 
chemist's  business.  Without  going  into 
too  much  figure  detail,  he  was  hoping  to 
provide  strong  arguments  to  justify  opening 
up  preliminary  discussion  on  the  matter. 
He  felt  payment  should  not  be  on  a  salary 
basis,  but  rather  on  that  of  a  dispensing  fee, 
drugs  at  cost  price,  and  a  reasonable  profit. 
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Mr.  LiNSTEAD  recalled  the  steps  that 
had  to  be  taken  before  the  war  to  keep  down 
the  number  of  entrants  into  pharmacy  to 
something  like  the  number  the  craft  could 
absorb.  Today  the  position  was  that  many 
pharmacies  were  short  of  qualified  staff,  and 
there  were  older  pharmacists  who  were 
weary  of  doing  two  men's  work.  This 
meant  that  there  was  going  to  be  pressure  to 
increase  the  intake  of  students  during  the 
next  few  years,  but  he  felt  it  would  never- 
theless be  a  mistake  to  lower  the  entrance 
requirements,  especially  as,  under  the  new 
.Education  Act,  there  was  going  to  be  a 
large  group  of  pupils  of  a  type  that  had 
never  previously  entered  the  ranks  of 
pharmacy.  If  they  lowered  requirements 
they  might  get  a  lot  of  people  who  would 
not  ultimately  be  able  to  "clear  the 
hedges"  of  the  later  examinations.  People 
going  into  the  professional  side  would  not 
stand  much  chance  of  promotion  unless 
they  took  a  university  degree.  The  time 
was  coming  when  they  would  have  to  give 
the  Chemist  and  Druggist  examination 
student  the  opportunity  to  do  his  appren- 
ticeship after  qualifying.  That  would  avoid 


the  two  or  three  years'  break  which  tend 
to  take  out  of  him  the  study  habit.  The  m 
Government's  intentions  about  milita 
service  were  not  yet  known,  but  such  s( 
vice  was  likely  to  be  maintained  for 
next  five  years  at  least,  and  he  hoped 
Government  would  be  persuaded  th 
students  going  forward  to  a  known  qua 
fication  should  be  allowed  to  get  it  befc 
entering  military  service. 

Chemists  as  individuals  were  now 
organised,  said  the  speaker,  but  he  thoug 
there  should  be  a  definite  organisati 
representing  individual  chemists  and 
other  acting  on  behalf  of  the  company  a 
co-operative  society  pharmacists,  betwe 
which  there  should  be  a  liaison  for 
proaches  to  the  Government.  He  had 
feeling  that  pharmaceutical  employ 
were  never  likely  to  establish  themsel 
as  an  independent  organisation,  and  tl 
they  would  have  to  link  up  with  an  est 
lished  union.  His  own  view  was  that 
proper  union  would  be  the  Association 
Scientific  Workers.

and  records  are  kept,  and  unless  the  Board 
of  Trade  otherwise  determines.  This  means 
that  the  control  of  his  supplies  operates 
upon  transfers  of  such  goods  from  the 
manufacturing  department  to  the  other 
department,  instead  of  upon  the  supplies  of 
goods  by  that  other  department. 

Computation  of  Value 

The  method  of  computing  the  value  of 
goods  supplied  under  the  authority  of  this 
Order,  or  of  any  licence  issued  under  it, 
is  now  set  out  in  Article  4.  If  a  manu- 
facturer of  second  schedule  goods  has  a 
"mixed  business"  (explained  in  the  pre- 
ceding paragraph)  he  should  note  that  the 
value  of  goods  transferred  from  his  manu- 
facturing departments  to  his  wholesale  or 
retail  department  must  be  calculated  in 
accordance  with  Article  4  (3).  Broadly 
speaking,  since  the  value  to  be  counted  is 
the  price  which  the  goods  would  fetch  in 
the  open  market,  this  means  that  the 
recorded  value  must  include  an  allowance  for 
manufacturing  profit  and  selling  expenses. 

No  Guarantee  of  Materials 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  that 
neither  the  concession  permitting  supplies 
up  to  ^1,800  during  the  restriction  period, 
nor  any  licence  issued  under  the  Order, 
carries  with  it  any  guarantee  that  raw 
materials  will  be  available.  In  particular 
it  is  impossible  to  make  any  allocation  of 
rationed  textile  material  for  the  manu- 
facture of  goods  controlled  under  this 
Order.

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TOILET  PREPARATIONS  AND  PERFUMERY  INDUSTRY 


The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  newly- 
formed  Toilet  Preparations  and  Perfumery 
Manufacturers'  Federation,  Ltd.,  of  Great 
Britain,  was  held  in  London  on  October  i. 
The  chair  was  occupied  by  Mr.  L.  J.  Matchan 
who,  at  a  meeting  on  May  17,  had  been 
elected  to  hold  ofhce  as  chairman  of  the 
Federation  until  the  first  annual  meeting. 
The  Chairman  said  he  believed  all  members 
had  received  the  evidence  resulting  from 
the  provisional  Council's  work.  Before  the 
organisation  had  been  incorporated,  oppor- 
tunity had  been  given  to  every  member  to 
express  his  opinion  as  to  the  various  clauses 
in  the  constitution,  and  he  therefore  felt 
the  provisional  Committee  had  accomplished 
the  task  it  had  been  set.  Already  excellent 
progress  had  been  made  and  325  members 
had  been  admitted ;  further  applications 
were  before  the  Committee.  A  classification 
of  members  under  sectional  heads  had  also 
been  carried  out,  in  order  to  facilitate  the 
sectional  elections. 

Mr.  Matchan  paid  a  tribute  to  the 
provisional  Committee  which,  he  said,  had 
approached  what  was  a  ticklish  problem — 
that  of  getting  the  Federation  into  being — 
with  an  open  mind,  and  all  had  contributed 
a  great  deal.  He  was  pleased  to  say  that 
Mr.  Demuth's  promise  that,  if  the  Federa- 
tion were  started,  the  Cosmetic  Association 
would  cease  to  exist  had  been  carried  out, 
and  they  all  thanked  Mr.  Demuth  for  great 
help  in  making  the  Federation  a  fait 
accompli. 

Election  of  Officers 

Mr.  Koens  then  proposed,  in  accordance 
with  the  Council's  recommendation,  that 
Mr.  Matchan  be  re-elected  as  Chairman. 
This  was  seconded,  and  approved  with 
acclamation.  On  the  recommendation  of 
the  Council,  the  Chairman  formally 
proposed  that  Messrs.  W.  Cowlishaw  (Coty 
(England),  Ltd.)  and  A.  J.  Madden  (Potter 
&  Moore,  Ltd.)  should  be  elected  Vice- 
chairmen.  This  was  unanimously  agreed. 
The  Chairman  said  they  had  five  sections 
at  the  moment:  (i)  perfumery  and  toilet 
waters ;  (2)  hair  preparations ;  (3)  sham- 
poos ;  (4)  wholesaler  manufacturers  and 
bulk  hairdressers'  suppliers ;  and  (5)  general 
toilet  preparations,  and  he  formally  pro- 
posed that  the  five  sectional  representatives, 
in  the  same  order,  should  be  Messrs.  T. 
Lyddon  Gardner  (Yardley  &  Co.,  Ltd.), 
N.  F.  Fabricius  (County  Perfumery  Co., 
Ltd.),  A.  Cha ventre  (Evan  Williams  Co., 
Ltd.),   W.  H.   Osborne   (Osborne,  Garrett 


&  Co.,  Ltd.)  and  E.  J.  Smith  (Tokaloi 
Ltd.).  The  nominations  were  seconde 
and  unanimously  adopted. 

A  tribute  was  paid  by  the  chairman  t 
the  work  of  Mr.  Demuth,  to  whom,  mor 
than  anyone  else,  he  said,  they  owed  th 
strength  and  wisdom  of  that  part  of  th 
constitution  which  upheld  the  rights  an. 
privileges  of  the  smaller  manufacturen 
Mr.  Demuth  had  stood  determined  ani 
resolute  behind  his  demands,  against  almos 
overwhelming  opposition.  For  the  non 
sectional  representatives,  the  Chairmai 
said  there  were  ten  seats.  He  and  the  tw 
vice-chairmen  occupied  three  of  them 
leaving  seven  to  be  filled.  In  addition  t 
the  seven  retiring  members  of  the  firs 
Council,  the  following  nominations  ha( 
been  received  :  Mr.  L.  Bartholomew  (F.  W 
Hampshire  &  Co.,  Ltd.)  and  Miss  Pet' 
Stamp  (Luce's  Eau-de-Cologne  Co.). 
ballot  would  therefore  be  necessary.  Th( 
members  then  proceeded  to  ballot.  Or 
the  chairman's  proposition  Messrs.  Tur 
quand.  Youngs,  McAuliffe  &  Co.,  were 
appointed  Auditors  of  the  Federation. 

Resignation  of  Secretary 

The  Chairman  said  he  next  had 
shock  for  the  meeting.  It  was  the  intention 
of  Mr.  Middlemiss  (a  deputy-assistant 
secretary  of  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce),  who  had  been  acting  as  their 
secretary,  to  leave  the  semi-civil-servant 
life  he  had  been  living  for  nearly  twenty, 
years  and  go  into  commerce.  They  all 
knew  of  the  sterling  work  Mr.  Middlemiss 
had  done,  and  he  himself  did  not  know  how 
they  would  have  got  on  without  him  in 
the  past  six  years. 

Work  of  the  Council 

Mr.  Middlemiss  said  a  Commission  had 
recently  visited  France  and  arranged  a  pur- 
chase of  a  small  supply  of  aromatics.  The 
aromatics  had  arrived  some  three  or  four 
weeks  previously,  and  were  now  being 
distributed.  They  would  be  available  only 
for  export  use,  and  included  jasmine, 
narcissus,  carnation,  and  similar  articles. 
Essential  oils  were,  of  course,  the  subject 
of  the  Essential  Oils  Control  Scheme  run 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  The  position  to 
date  was  that  on  most  of  the  small  oils  and 
some  of  the  more  important  ones  100  per 
cent,  had  been  distributed  or  was  in  process 
of  distribution  against  this  year's  estimated 
requirements  of  members.  Lavender,  of 
course,  was  the  oil  in  which  most  members 
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ould  be  interested,  and  arrangements  to 
ay  lavender  had  been  made  at  the  same 
me  as  the  Commission  visited  France, 
he  lavender  had  arrived  a  week  or  so  ago, 
lit  had  been  held  up  because  rather  more 
as  bought  than  was  needed  for  the  purely 
cport  trade,  and  the  Ministry  had  had  to 
scuss  with  the  Treasury  how  to  deal  with 

(The  Treasury  had  agreed  that  the  per- 
mery  and  compound-making  trades  should 
Lve  their  export  requirements  satisfied 
st,  and  the  oils  would  be  distributed 
trough  the  Aromatics  Joint  Committee 
echa.nism,  and  not  the  Essential  Oil 
)ntrol  Order,  which  meant  that  members 
3uld  get  them  a  good  deal  cheaper,  be- 
use  they  would  go  straight  from  importer 
user.  The  balance,  after  export  had  been 
tisfied,  would  go  through  the  Essential 
Is  Scheme,  and  it  would  be  available  for 
;rfumery,  medicinal,  or  any  other  trades, 
e  thought  the  rate  would  be  about  40  per 
nt.  of  requirements,  which  was  quite 
eful  for  those  who  had  not  seen  any 
ench  lavender  for  so  long.  The  position 
other  oils  was  very  difficult. 
At  that  stage  the  Chairman  announced 
e  result  of  the  ballot  for  non-sectional 
presentatives.  The  two  additional  nomi- 
tions  did  not  secure  election,  and  the 
tiring  provisional  members  were  there- 
re  declared  re-elected,  as  follows :  Messrs.

scussion  on  Export  Trade 

A  considerable  discussion  then  ensued 
the  methods  to  be  adopted  to  promote 
i  export  trade.  The  Chairman  said  they 
d  heard  a  lot  about  becoming  export- 
nded.   He  thought  they  were  all  export- 
nded,  and  he  would  like  to  start  a  new 
rase,  and  that  was  they  should  not  be 
port-minded  but  export-active,  and  when 
said  "they"  he  meant  mainly  Govern- 
!nt  departments.   The  other  day  he  and

and  raw  materials.  He  proposed  that 
they,  as  an  industry,  should  make  up  a  list 
of  such  raw  materials,  including  container 
supplies,  as  they  wanted  to  get  their  export 
trade  going  for  the  next  year  or  eighteen 
months,  and  go  to  the  Treasury  and  demand 
to  be  allowed  to  spend  that  amount  of 
money,  while  showing  them  what  it  would 
produce  in  return.  Suggestions  made  by 
members  included  the  necessity  of  keeping 
alive  the  home  trade  as  evidence  to  visitors 
of  the  standard  of  manufacture  in  this 
country,  obtaining  raw  materials  from 
Germany  as  reparations,  and  elimination 
of  quotas. 

The  Chairman  then  introduced  to  the 
meeting  an  American  visitor,  Mr.  Davis  (of 
Max  Factor),  who  was  a  member  of  the 
U.S.  Government's  Advisory  Committee  on 
Cosmetics.  A  precedent  had  been  created 
in  that  the  trade  Press  was  at  the  meeting 
for  the  first  time  in  any  big  meeting  of  the 
trade.  Replying  to  a  member,  he  said  he 
did  not  feel  they  need  worry  about  imports 
of  cosmetics  from  abroad,  but  the  Council 
would  watch  the  situation. 

American  Cosmetic  Industry 

Mr.  Demuth  then  welcomed  Mr.  Davis 
who,  he  said,  was  a  distinguished  member 
of  the  American  cosmetic  industry,  and 
Mr.  Davis  declared  that,  so  far  as  competi- 
tion in  America  was  concerned,  they  also 
had  their  problems.  He  doubted  whether 
any  country  was  in  a  position  fully  to 
supply  its  home  market  and  export  as  well, 
but  he  felt  sure  the  Federation  and  its 
members  would  overcome  the  obstacles  that 
faced  them.  He  believed  America  and 
England  would  be  the  largest  exporters  of 
cosmetics. 

The  Chairman  agreed  that  they  must 
have  a  healthy  home  trade,  but  the  country 
needed  exports ;  it  had  not  got  the  raw 
materials  to  do  much  export  trade,  but  that 
trade  must  come  first.  What  would  happen 
if  they  took  quotas  off  completely?  Raw 
materials  would  be  distributed  on  the  home 
market,  and  the  need  for  exports  would  be 
secondary.  He  thought  there  might  be  a 
raising  of  the  quota,  or  more  probably  some 
lessening  of  the  gap  between  unconcentrated 
and  concentrated  firms.  Replying  to  a  re- 
quest for  a  proportional  increase  in  quotas, 
THE  Chairman  said  he  saw  no  reason  why 
the  ;^5oo  figure  should  not  be  raised  to 
;£i,ooo  in  respect  of  small  firms  which  had 
only  just  started  to  trade  before  the  war.  A 
member  suggested  an  immediate  applica- 
tion to  the  Board  of  Trade  for  some  sort  of 
de-restriction  now,   There  were  articleg  in 
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the  toilet-preparations  trade  which  did  not 
need  imported  raw  materials,  and  his  firm 
would  find  it  rather  difficult  to  employ  all 
the  people  they  were  going  to  get  back 
unless  there  was  some  sort  of  de-restriction. 
He  suggested  a  "half-way  house,"  and 
asked  the  chairman  if  he  had  any  percentage 
figure  in  mind.  The  Chairman  declined  to 
reveal  the  Council's  intentions  at  the 
moment,  but  welcomed  all  suggestions  from 
members,  which,  before  the  end  of  the  year, 
when  the  new  quota  would  come  into  force, 
would  be  brought  back  to  a  general  meeting 
in  the  form  of  proposals. 

Chemists'  Cosmetic  Trade 

A  member  quoted  the  ordinary  chemist's 
and  hairdresser's  quota,  which  he  under- 
stood was  a  "political"  quota.  It  was,  he 
said,  a  thing  that  affected  their  industry 
very  greatly.  There  were  about  12,000 
chemists,  and  the  trade  must  be  losing  a 
tremendous  lot  of  business.  He  thought  it 
was  time  the  Board  of  Trade  realised  there 
was  never  anything  like  that  before  the 
war,  and  either  abolished  that  quota  or 
made  the  chemist  buy  his  raw  materials 
from  manufacturers.  Then  the  industry 
would  get  the  benefit  of  the  trade  the 
chemist  did  today.  There  was  perhaps  not  a 
physical  but  an  implied  quota  of  ;^io,ooo,ooo 
turnover,  if  they  took  ^500  each.  The 
Chairman  said  they  had  had  that  problem 
in  front  of  them  ever  since  quotas  had  come 
in,  and  he  thought  it  was  the  worst  part  of 
the  legislation  they  had.  There  was,  in  his 
opinion,  however,  only  one  way  of  com- 
bating the  chemist,  and  that  was  to 
organise  themselves  so  that  they  could 
de-restrict  themselves  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment. 

Another  member  suggested  interchange 
of  temporarily  redundant  containers  held 
by  manufacturers,  which  could  be  achieved 
through  the  Federation.  The  Chairman 
promised  the  Council  would  look  into  the 
matter  at  its  first  meeting.  He  reported 
an  interchange  of  information  with  the  U.S. 
industry.  The  scientific  section  of  the 
Toilet  Goods  Association  of  America  had 
brought  out  a  lot  of  data  on  standards  of  raw 
materials,  and  the  Federation  had  received 
permission  to  circularise  that  information  to 
its  members.  He  proposed  that  they  should 
send  the  T.G.A.  a  sincere  vote  of  thanks. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  for  lunch.

After  the  luncheon  interval,  Mr.  Middle- 
miss   concluded   his   review   of   the  raw 


materials  situation.  He  was  glad  to  reporl 
that,  from  that  day,  lanolin  was  released 
from  control.  Just  what  that  meant  in 
terms  of  supply  position  he  did  not  know 
The  Chairman  :  It  means  a  shortage 
(Laughter.) 

Allocations  of  Raw  Materials 

They  had  been  handling  allocations  o 
Indian  talc,  which  was  the  qualitv  every 
body  preferred.  It  was  reserved  first  foi 
export,  then  for  the  home  trade  in  bab 
powder,  which  was  a  more-or-less  essentia 
use,  but  talc  also  was  coming  off  control  ai 
the  end  of  October.  The  position  hac 
steadily  eased,  and  he  thought  that  thai 
month  they  had  met  ever^^body's  require 
ments,  both  for  export  and  home  trade 
in  a  decent-quality  talc.  On  petroleurr 
products,  members  would  know  that  ther( 
had  been  an  allocation  arrangement  undei 
which  1 94 1  usage  had  been  satisfied  to  th( 
extent  of  100  per  cent,  of  that  usage  withoui 
stipulation  as  to  export,  and  petroleuir 
jelly  to  somewhere  around  90  per  cent.  The> 
had  arranged  a  meeting  in  about  a  week 
time  with  the  authorities,  and  he  woulc 
like  details  of  members'  demands  befon 
then.  They  were  now  getting  a  ver}'  greath 
increased  ration  of  alcohol,  for  export  use 
He  was  afraid  the  indications  of  alcohol  foi 
the  home  trade  were  that  they  would  nol 
get  it  just  yet.  Those  who  made  bail 
preparations  for  home  trade  had  throughout 
been  getting  a  small  allowance  of  12^  pei 
cent,  of  pre-war  usage,  with  a  stipulatior 
that  they  should  not  market  any  hair  prepa 
ration  with  a  greater  spirit  strength  thar. 
40  per  cent.  Solvents  for  nail  varnishes  hac 
been  a  very  difficult  problem,  and  had  beer 
complicated  by  an  evasion  on  the  home 
market  through  the  sale  of  preparations 
which  were  supposed  to  be  for  stopping 
ladders  in  stockings.  The  only  solution  was 
the  release  of  nail  varnishes  for  home  trade 
but  at  the  moment  they  could  only  get  th< 
promise  that  solvents  would  be  released  foi 
export  use.  Mr.  Middlemiss  said  th 
Council  had  been  trying  to  get  a  bettei 
quality  of  alcohol  for  perfumers.  They  had 
at  long  last  succeeded  and  a  great  deal  ol 
the  credit  lay  with  Mr.  Barrett.  The  out 
come  was  that  fairly  soon  there  would  be  a 
special  grade  of  alcohol  available  only  fo; 
perfumery  manufacturers,  which  would 
consist  of  pure  s.v.r.,  from  pure  methanol 
with  a  mixture  of  at  least  5  per  cent 
aromatics,  plus  an  agreed  body,  which  was 
still  the  subject  of  discussion  with  the 
Government  chemist ;  the  Federation  had 
virtuallv  reached  the  end  of  the  discussion

N.P.E.U.  Policy 

Sir,— At  a  meeting  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Employees'  Union  on  September  27,  it  was 
resolved  that  the  enclosed  letter  should  be 
sent  to  the  secretary  of  the  trade  union  side 
of  the  Joint  Industrial  Council  for  Retail 
Pharmacy.  This  letter,  which  becomes 
"policy,"  is  submitted  for  publication. 

The  executive  committee  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Employees'  Union  do  recom- 
mend that  the  Joint  Industrial  Council  Agree- 
ment for  1945  be  amended,  with  substantial 
increases  in  minimum  rates  of  wages  for  all 
classes  of  pharmaceutical  employee ;  also  equal 
remuneration  between  the  sexes.  The  executive 
committee  are  in  agreement  with  the  institution 
of  a  Wages  Council  for  Retail  Pharmacy  under 
the  Wages  Council  Act,  1945.  I  trust  that  this 
statement  will  be  of  assistance  to  you  in  your 
effort  to  secure  better  conditions  of  employment 
for  the  pharmaceutical  employee.

Disclaimer  by  the  President 

Sir, — I  was  very  surprised  to  read  the 
report  of  the  meeting  of  the  Nottingham 
Branch  of  the  Society  on  Septem- 
ber 17  (p.  315),  when  I  gave  an  address  on 
possible  changes  in  the  National  Health 
Service  in  the  light  of  the  general  election. 
In  the  discussion  which  followed  the  address, 
there  were  some  present  to  whom  a  problem- 
atic future  health  service  made  no  appeal, 
their  present  difficulties  being  all  too  real 
for  them.  The  question  was  put  to  me, 
"could  nothing  further  be  done  to  get  more 
pharmacists  out  of  the  Services?"  As  an 
illustration  of  the  obstacles  in  the  way,  I 
referred  to  the  unsympathetic  attitude  of 
Ministry  of  Labovir  officials  when  a  deputa- 
tion met  them  to  discuss  man-power 
problems.  Remote  though  it  is  from  the 
subject,  this  apparently  is  the  basis  of  the 
report  that  I  saw  the  Minister  of  Health  in 
connexion  with  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice. I  have  never  seen  the  Minister  of 
Health,  but  I  hope  I  may  have  the  pleasure 
of  meeting  him  during  the  course  of  the 
negotiations.
